ECONOMIC STATUS OF 
CALIFORNIA BIRDS 





The early Spanish padres and the 


civilization following them made 
known mu concerning the coastal 
region of California, but so far as{ 


can be learned, they avoided the San 
Joaquin Valley, as did most of the 
early naturalists who visited this 
State. The few. survivors of the early 
stockmen have given me glimpses of 
the bird life of their time but, for 
the most part, we must consider the 


years previous to about 1860 as a ' 
sealed book so far as bird life is con-| 


cerned. In those early years of the 
settlement of the San Joaquin Valley 
the yellow-billed magpie was present 
in great numbers and the great Cali- 
fornia condor was a regular and com- 
mon visitant to the plains. One early 
explorer tells us that he counted 
several nests of bald eagles around 
the shores of. Tulare Lake, while an- 
other records the sight of a dozen 
or more white-tailed kites together 
as nothing umcommon in the marsh 
lands about Stockton. 


In the fleeting generation or two 
that has passed since those days 
what a transformation has taken 
place and what a charge—alas!— 
must we place against those who are 
responsible for this change. The mag- 
pie colonies are gone forever and 
this interesting spegies, which occurs 
nowhere else in the world outside of 
California, is now represented by 
only a few scattering groups doomed 
to utter extermination because the 
birds are large and of showy plumag? 
and make excellent targets for that 
all too common class whose insatia- 
ble lust for blood impels them to 
shoot and kill and maim as long as 
a living creature moves within range 
of their vision. 


The great California condor, the 
largest North American bird, fed al- 
most altogether on carrion and was, 
therefore, a highly beneficial species 
in the years when sheep and cattle 
perished in large numbers and were 
left lying where they fell on the un- 
fenced range, This bird, however, 
fell an easy prey to the poison 
placed in the carcasses by cattlemen 
for the purpose of destroying coyotes. 
Never again will this great creature 
sail in majestic circles over our now 
fertile- valley. Our children and, in- 
deed, we ourselves will look in vain 
for its great shadow scudding along 
the base -of the lava-capped hills. 

The kite, because of its habit of 
tacking back and forth low over the 
marshes, disappeared rapidly when 
the automobile made all the duck- 
hunting grounds of the valley easily 
accessible. It fed on field and 
meadow mice, but the hunters 
neither knew this nor did they care. 
Theirs were not the crops the mice 
were destroying. 


Out of the vast cattle ranges of the 
past sprang the great grain fields, 
and these in turn soon gave way to 
orchards and vineyards until at the 
present time we can safely chal- 
lenge the world to equal us in the 
value of our annual fruit crops, This 


rapid settlement of our valley has 
naturally been accompanied by a 
great increase in population, with 


many inevitable changes in its bird 
life. The number of shotguns and 
automobiles has also increased apace 
and the slaughter of the wild creat- 
ures still continues. Flocks of mi- 
grant birds passing through our orch- 
ards in search of inseets have been 
condemned and shot without trial 
because they were thought to have 
been injuring the fruit buds. Our 
hawks, owls and eagles have been 
kileld on sight by farmers, who ac- 
cused them all, both large and small, 
of stealing poultry, and by. sports- 
men who feared for the game birds 
which they themselves desired to 
slaughter. 

We are now beginning to reap the 
just reward of our deeds. The coun- 
ties of the San Joaquin Valley are 
just now spending thousands of dol- 
lars of the taxpayers’ money in an 
effort to reduce the number of 
ground squirrels, which have in- 
creased to such an extent as t» 
cause alarming destruction to crops. 
Let not the taxpayer groan or com- 
plain, however, for he has no one but 
himself to blame. With utter disre- 
gard for the consequence he has 
gone about slaughtering the natural 
enemies of the squirrels, pursuing 
them relentlessly even to the most 


jremote parts of our valleys and hills.
